-But thure is ono import- 
ant item lii i-pim-mlier: 'J'lie coffee pot of iiny style must be bright and clean 
inside. Old grounds standing in it or neglect to rinse it clean i.nd wipe it out 
will ^r.idinilly c:iuse muddy ooli'ee in spite of good material or the best 
uii-lliod of making. 


Coffee is either boiled or filtered; for boHin'g it should be pround rather 


coarse, but for lilteriiifr it should be powdered, Hreakfast coffee is usually 
boiled. To ono cup of ground coffee add one ejrjr beaten with one-quarter cup 
<jf cold -water. Stir well together and thim pour over five cups of boiling 
water, stir and set where, it will come lo a. boil. Let it boil for three minutes, 
then draw to the cooler part of the range. Pour in one-quarter cup of cold 
•water and let it stand ten minutes to settle. It may then be strained into a. 
silver put which has been heated by filling it with boiling water.

Albany, May 13.—At least twenty- 


men were killed by a premature blast 
of dynamite in a stone quarry operat- 
ed by the Callanan Road Improvement 
company near South Bethlehem. The 
dead: 


John H. Callanan, vice president 


and general manager of the company; 
Charles D. Callanan, a brother of the 
manager; Leroy McMillan, assistant 
superintendent; 
John 
Hendriclcson, 


foreman; Fred Snyder, master me- 
chanic; James Maloney, blacksmith; 
William Baumes, fireman; Fred Lap- 
pert, agent of the National Power 
company; twelve Italian workmen. 


One thousand pounds of dynamite 


exploded, scattering the bodies of the 
victims for hundreds of feet around 
and it was with 
difficulty ' that the 


blackened, 
mutilated corpses were 


identified . 


A crowd of grief-stricken relatives 


gathered around, eager to identify the 
dead, only to turn away at the sick- 
ening sight.. Clothing hung in shreds 
from the bodies, from some of which 
the heads were missing; others lacked 
arms or legs, or both. 


Italians with shovels searched here 


and there for portions of bodies, 
bringing their gruesome loads in boxes 
to the engine house which, served as a 
temporary morgue.

discharge of a percussion cap. Houses 
in the vicinity were shaken, windows 
shattered and consternation reigned in 
the" little village half a mile away. 


It turned out that five of the great 


charges of dyanmite remained unex- 
ploded in the quarry.

Speaker at Episcopal Congress Says 


Whole Commercial and Social Life 


of Our Country Is Infected With Its 


Taint—Excessive Playing of Bridge 


Declared to Amount to a Mania In 


Numerous Cases 


Boston, May 13.—"The Ethical As- 


pects of Gambling,'' the topic dis- 
tussed last niglit bj' the 
National 


Episcopal congress, was apparently 
the most interesting of any subject 
which has yet been taken up. 


Kev. St. Clair Hester of New i'ork 


thought that it would be no great ex- 
aggeration to say that the wliole com- 
mercial life of our time is infected 
with its taint. "It, rather than Stand- 
ard Oil." he said, "is the giant octo- 
pus whose tentacles are fastened . on 
every trade and industry." Continu- 
ing, he said: 


"The lust to get money without giv- 


ing anything for it is bound to have a 
bad effect upon character. 
It makes 


a man inconsiderate of the rights or 
feelings of others; it violates the com- 
mandments of Gocl; it breaks the 
Golden Rule; it breeds crime, misery 
and injustice. 


"Desperate to win, the gambler is 


often reckless and cruel. He will risk 
his all; aye, the property of another—i, 
his life—his soul—his eternal salva- 
tion—his hope of heaven. 


"Gambling is the vice of the savage. 


Its tendency is to undermine civiliza- 
tion and bring back primitive condi- 
tions whertjn blind hazard 
is 
the 


method for distributing wealth. 


"Nice distinctions are drawn be- 


tween playing with small stakes and 
gambling. 
In the parlor of the so- 


cially elect, when the bridge season 
is fully on, annual argument is made 
along this line as a sedative o£ con- 
scientious scruple. Penny points are 
dangerous seed. 
They come up and 


blossom and bear a hundred-fold as 
gambling. 


"Does' not this excessive playing 


amount to slavery in numerous cases1.' 
And then when the meeting is at fixed 
places and..for money, why shoultl not 
the police raid such a place as a 
gambling resort? 
We read of tilled 


ladies pawning their jewels and being 
in great financial difficulties on the 
otlier side. 


"Is it not the craze for excitement, 


the greed for gold, extravagance, in- 
difference among women to the social 
and religious service, due in some 
measures to gambling habits on this 
side? 
Not even drunkenness is as 


hard to cure as a. gambling mania once- 
it has fastened itself." 


Rev. Flavel S. Luther, LL. D., 


president of'Trinity college, Hartford, 
declared that gambling shades from 
exceeding 
innocence 
to ' diabolical 


wickedness. 
"Not all boys who play 


marbles grow up 
to 
be 
gamblers; 


neither are all men who match nick- 
els in street cars gamblers,'""he said. 
"The gambling instinct is as old as 
the universe. Man has been a .gam- 
bler ever since being placed on earth. 
It is a case of survival of the fittest. 
Nothing 
but 
a 
vigorous 
crusade 


against gambling will accomplish the 
end of this scourge."

•The Pacifie coast will soon be the 


scene of an interesting tree growing 
experiment 
The United States for- 


est service is planning to introduce a 
number of the more important east- 
ern hardwoods into .California, and 
•will this year experiment with chest- 
nut, hickory, basswood, red oak ana 
yellow popular or tulip trees. .Smali 
patches of thse trees will be planted 
near the forest rangers' cabins on the 
national forests, and if these do well 
larger plantations on a commercial 
scale will soon be established 
on 


•wider areas. 


" There are over 125 different species 
of trees in California, a number of 
•which produce the 
most 
valuable 


varieties of lumber in the country. 
Although, considerably orer one-half 
of the species are hardwood or broad 
leaved trees yet, with tlie exception 
of the exotic eucalyptus, there is no' 
a single species of hardwood there. 
ranking in commercial 
importance 


•with the leading eastern hardwoods. 
Climatic conditions in many parts of 
California are undoubtedly favorable 
for the growth of a number of the 
valuable hardwoods, and the absencr 
of these trees is believed to be dur 
mostly to unfavorable factors of seed 
distribution. 


Here in New England, we have fe.l' 


little need of setting out forest trees 
for commercial purposes, yet severa1 


instances of the kind might be men- 
tioned.

My strawberries are set out the first week in May,' and it takes a 


week to dig and sot ihe plants, which is plenty long enough to leave 
ihe weeds, so I start ilio cultivator just as soon as I get through set- 
ting and kec'ii i( going as Uie weeds show themselves. 


1 think that there is no danger of over-cultivation. 1 narrow up 


the cultivator as the runners spread and try to leave the plants in 
uniform matted rows a or 2 1-2 i'eei wide. Right here let me say that 


I long ago gave up trying to carry over an old bed, as 1 v/ould rather 
set new every spring and care for the new bed than clean out an old 
one. I used to try setting in the fail, but it only gave me extra work 
in weeding, with a greater percentage of winter killed' plants, that 
had to be reset in the spring, and, worst of all, an inferior quality of 
fruit.' So 1 abandoned fall settings altogether. 


I do not trim the roots, although 1 like the plan. Time is worth 


too much. I use a hoe in setting. Buy a new h'oe, as good a one as I 
can find, cut ihe handle off to 15 or IS inches long, then cut one side 
of the hoc off to a point, the right side for a right-handed man and 
the left side for a left-handed man. 
I find [his tool very valuable in 


weeding, so much so that most of my men choose it in preference to 
any other.

Taking this hoe and sticking if into the ground its full depth and 


drawing it toward me enough to give room for the roots of the plants 
to set behind it so that the roots will be straight down in the ground. 
I then place the plant in and withdraw the hoe, and, taking both 
hands, press the plant ia firmly, the harder the better, unless the 
ground is very wet.

The future 


is rose colored. 
And yet to how 


many there come crowding into mem- 
ory instances that illustrate only too 
sadly the fallacy of trusting to the 
present as a forerunner of the future? 


An Englishman in a recent tal!;. 


which has been widely quoted, baa 
begged women to re.frain from usurp- 
ing the occupations of men and urges 
a return to the sphere of tbe home, 
for which he believes there is crying 
need. This, of course, is not an orig- 
inal idea wuh the gentleman. 
Some 


one in in duty bound to say th:= 
once in so often. 
The hue and cry 


that women are forsaking home du- 
ties is an old one. and yet, in spite 
of its alarming sound, the world waga 
on in much the same fashion as of 
old, and there are still a goodly 
number of women willingly capable 
of being good wives and mothers and 
homemakers. 


But the truth of the matter is that 


conditions have changed in other re- 
gards. 
Unmarried women are less 


and less willing each year to be Je- 
pendent for support upon relatives 
and friends. 
The professions and 


callings they were accustomed to 
look upon as strictly theirs are crowd- 
ed. 
Only one thing is left to do—to 


enter other fields which possibly 
heretofore, men have monopolized. 
At all •events, whether it is ever to 
be put to practical account or no, 
girls to-day need to know some ono 
thing so well that if need be they can 
utilize it as a means of livelihood. 


Imagine, if you will, the plight 


of the middle-aged woman thrown 
on the world unprepared to fend for 
herself. , A newspaper recently pub- 
lished a letter so pathetic in its utter 
helplessness that it should serve as 
a bitter warning to those women who 
thoughtlessly regard the future as 
assured. 
A woman of forty-nine 


capable and efficient, with a good 
general education, accustomed to re- 
fined surroundings, finds herself in 
a position ot utter helplessness. 
She 


faces a future of dependence upon 
charity, partly because of her age, 
bUjt also because there is no one 
special thing which she has been 
trained to do, no trade or profession 
that she has mastered in youth. 


This woman pleads for a self-sup- 


porting Institution for women past 
middle age, -who are 
self-respecting 


and scorn charity, where they could 
have pleasant surroundings and do 
suitable work. Let ua have such in- 
stitutions by all means, but let us 
also have a sane understanding of 
the neetf for training to meet such 
emergencies. 


A's an illustration of what value 


such special preparation may 02. one 
woman nearlng fifty cites her own 
case. 
Brought up in a thrifty family 


of Scotch descent, she went through 
the city schools and then was sent 
by ber mother to a training class for 
teachers so that she could be pre- 
pared if necessary to earn her own 
living. 
She had taught but a. few 


years when she married a young law- 
yer of ability and promise. 
Every 


indication pointed lo a happy, pros- 
perous future. 
But the husband's 


health broke suddenly, and alarming 
ly. Abandoning business and dispos- 
ing of tbeir home at a loss, they 
went to California, bought a small 
ranch in the northern part of the 
State and lived for two years al- 
most alone, in the vain hope that out- 
door life might restore- the invalid to 
strength. 
But death came, au;l in 


the distress and loneliness of the sit- 
uation untrustworthy lawyers absorb- 
ed what little remained of tbe mo- 
ney left to the widow. 


Most women would have been forc- 


ed to depend for support upon fai.h- 
cr, brothers, or more fortunate sis- 
ters. 
Not so In this case. 
Return- 


Ing East to her native S:atc, this wo- 
man went back to her profession 
finding It not only a means of sup- 
port, but a refuge from sadness an.1 
solitude. 
Now, as she I'.raws near 


her fHthieth birthday, she finds her- 
self established In a comfortable po- 
sition with an income of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars a year, a contented. In- 
dependent woman, able to help others 
instead of being a drag upon them. 


It Is by no means the rich alone 


who are careless in respect to their 
daughters' preparation for life. The 
moderately 
well-lo-do 
are 
often 


thoughtless in this respect. The man 
on a salary -whose income dies with 
biro, the professional man who 13 
living up to his means. If not a trifle 
beyond, Is apt to strain a poJnt to 
glv-j.his daughter pretty .clothes, to 
allow her to entertain and be cntcr- 
talned", fancying, .possibly., that sLe 
•will make a good marriage and so 
provide for the time when otler 
sources of Income will'be gone.

Tlieories That Have Been Advnncsd. 
. Good and Bad Scenting Days—How 


Hounds Lose and Recover the Trail. 
Fallen Leaves as a Help 
to 
the 


Hunted Fox. 


If there is one ibin^ inoro tlian an- 


other than has vexed ihe minds of 
sportsmen through countless ceutur- j 
its, i: is (be (lUL'stiou of "scent" — I 
ibai runiarkajjle commodiiy \vhith is | 
so necessary io the1 success of lie 
hunter. 
And yet o:veu iu this twen- 


tieth century, says the London liaily 
ilall, with all ihc accumulated Unov.-- 
k'dge of successive generations ai our 
ciiKiiosal, it is doubtful whether \ve 
RnoNv much more about tlu- mysteries 
of scent than did, Nimrod. \vlio, so far 
as we know, was the uiightiusi hun- 
ter of early days 


As 10 Nirnrod and his methods of 


bunting we arc actually Lo!d but link; 
for ho is only referred lo Lwice iu all 
the writings of ancient days that arc 
given to us, and no mention is made 
of his, hounds. But we have records 
of one Marri—who is held by many 
old lime writers io ba one and tin: 
same as ihe mighty hunter of GentsU 
—and he certainly l-.tinted with hounda 
the latter being invariably nii-utioii- 
ed with his name. 


At that very remote period, Uitr.v- 


forp, the usefulness of the bound as a 
trauker of wild beasts had lieini rec- 
ognized and doubtless every tiling wa* 
done then, as it is to this day, LU tj:i- 
couragu the natural instinct of t!i" 
canine race iu this particular with a 
view to aiding man in the chase. \el 
after all these days there ia not 3.11 M. 
t'. K. in the land, Or a huntsno:i 
either, who can tell you why it Is 
that under precisfcly similar mcleurj- 
logical conditions hounds can run uu 
a burning scent all day on the Mon- 


day, 
and can scarcely raise a whim- 


per on the iitesday, though the fox 
be but half a field ahead of thef. 


Many theories have been advanucd 


to explain the vagaries of scent, but 
none of them is entirely satisfactory. 
Some no doubt still pin their faith to 
the words of the poet who declared [ 
that 


A soilheny win 1 -.11 d a cloudy sky, 


F;'oc aim a hunting; morning. 


But as a matter of fact neither ^.c 


one nor the other will tnalca sc^iu 
"hang" if so be that Providence wills 
it otherwise. You cannot indeed lay 
down any hard and .fas!, rule concern- 
ing so variable and intangible a thing 
as scent, which is generally at us 
best when you Jeast expect it. 


Country folk v/ill frequently tell you 


that sc'er.t is never good during the 
fall of the leaf in autumn or. In- 
deed until the fallen leaves have be- 
come rotten. 
The reason given .in 


support of ihis argument is that the 
fox- v,-hUe running turns over the. 
leaves as he goes along—acciden'.aily 
of courae!—and so conceals his tracks 
a.s it were, behind him. 


It must be a careful fox that could 


accomplish this, slight of foot with 
ajiy degree of accuracy and a poor nos- 
ed pack of hounds that come not own 
his scent through the shallow density 
of a withered leaf. 
But the yoke! is 


quite right up to a certain point in his 
argument. 
Scent very often is at its 


worst du:-in? the lout fall but tha. i > 
because the smell of decaying leaves 
themselves is so pugent 
that 
it 


baffles the noses of the pack unless 
the fox carry a 
very 
pronounced 


odor of his own. Perhaps it is be- 
cause, like the countryman, we some- 
times forget side issues of this des- 
cription that we are often puzzled by 
the mysteries of scent. 


One point in particular in regard to 


s>cont seems impossible of solution. A 
fox slips away o;i one side of a cov- 
ert while hounds are drawing on uie 
other. Somebody sees him and shouts 
a view hallo! Along comen the hunts- 
man at his best speed and lays on his 
hour.ds at the spot -where the afore- 
said person swears that the fox ieit 
the wood, but not a hound in the 
pack will own the line; never a whim- 
per breaks in upon the expectant sil- 
ence of the engsr field. Cast afr.er
